Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  April  1964,  will  receive  a minimuai  uniform  price  of 
$3.63  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.57o..  A butterfat  differential  of 
7c0  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or 
below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 
4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  and  authroized  hauling 
charges  - The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shoT/m  on  page  5 and  of 
the  class  prices  on  page  4. 


The  $3.63  price  for  April  1964,  is  33  cents  belovj  the  March  1964  price, 
and  1 cent  below  the  A.pril  1963  price. 


SEASONAL  PRICING  PLAN 


During  the  months  of  April,  May  and  June  the  Fort  Wayne  Order  provides  that 
a portion  of  the  money  paid  into  the  markefc-wide  pool  by  handlers,  be  set  aside 
for  distribution  to  producers  in  the  months  of  September,  October  and  November. 
This  will  result  in  higher  prices  to  producers  during  these  months  of  normally 
low  milk  production.  For  April  approximately  35  cents  per  hundredweight  was 
placed  in  this  fund. 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AITO  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  22,471,650  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  April  1964,  of  which  15,838,904  pounds  of  70.5%  was  utilized  in  Class  I 
by  16  pool  handlers.  Production  was  down  2.0%  from  March  1964.  Class  I 
utilization  of  producer  milk  was  up  0.4%  from  March  1964. 

MAY  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.32 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  April  basic  formula  price  of  $3.12  (Wisconsin- 
Minnesota  Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  May.  This 
price  of  $4.32  is  3 cents  under  the  April  Class  I price.
